DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-3, 6-11, 13, 15, and 22-31 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not anticipate nor render obvious to one ordinary skilled in 
the art an organic electroluminescent display comprising various elements as claimed, more 
specifically, a first organic electroluminescent device part including a first metal oxide layer and 
a second organic electroluminescent device part including a first metal oxide layer and a second 
metal oxide layer, and with the second metal oxide layer being able to be etched more easily than 
the first metal oxide layer and wherein at least one metal oxide compound in the first metal oxide 
layer is a different compound from a metal oxide compound in the second metal oxide laver, or 
vice- versa. 

The current prior art of record, as noted by the Applicant in the arguments filed 
8/26/2010, on pages 1 1 and 12, does not anticipate or render obvious to the use of a first and 
second metal oxide layer wherein at least one metal oxide compound in the first metal oxide 
layer is a different compound from a metal oxide compound in the second metal oxide laver, or 
vice- versa.
